This  2nd  edition  with  additional  references 
oovers  the  literature  to  date.  Sources  of  references 
were?  Biological  Abstracts,  Current  List  of  Medical 
Literature,  Index- Catalogue  of  the  Surgeon  General's 
Library,  Quarterly  Cumulative  Index  Medious,  and 
bibliographies  of  many  of  the  papers. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  include  all  case 
histories  or  clinical  aspects,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
no  serious  omissions  have  oocurred.
